ISLAMISTS CLAIM 
REVENGE FORU.S. 
STRIKES ON IRAQ

IRBIL, Iraq The militant group Islamic State, 
which has seized large swaths of territory in 
Iraq and Syria and posted grisly footage of its 
killings on the Internet, released a video Tues- 
day purporting to show the beheading of a 
second American journalist in as many weeks. 

The apparent killing of Steven Sotloff, who 
also appeared in a video two weeks ago show- 
ing the beheading of fellow American journal- 
ist James Foley, came as the Obama adminis- 
tration is considering whether to expand the 
US. air campaign against the al-Qaida break- 
away group, which has so far been limited to 
targets in northern Iraq. 

US. intelligence officials were working to 
determine the authenticity of the footage, 
National Security Council spokeswoman 
Bernadette Meehan said. “If genuine, we are 
appalled by the brutal murder of an innocent 
American journalist, and we express our deep- 
est condolences to his family and friends.” 

Sotloff’s family, which lives in Pinecrest, 
Fla., was waiting for authentication of the 
video and grieving privately, according to a 
family spokesman, Barak Barfi. 

Sotloff, a 31-year-old freelance journalist 
who has written for Time magazine and For- 
eign Policy, was captured while reporting in 


Syria in August 2013. 

His capture was not widely known until 
he appeared at the end of the video of Foley’s 
death, released Aug. 19. The Islamic State had 
said that Foley’s killing was revenge for the 
US. air campaign against the militant group’s 
targets in Iraq, and threatened to kill Sotloff if 
President Obama did not act. 

“We are shocked and deeply saddened by 
reports of Steven Sotloff’s death,” Time edi- 
tor Nancy Gibbs said in a statement. “Our 
thoughts and prayers are with him and his 
family.” 

The release of the video was first reported 
by the SITE Intelligence Group, which moni- 
tors militant websites. It was not immediately 
clear where or when it was filmed. 

In the video, a man identifying himself as 
Sotloff is shown kneeling in the desert dressed 
in an orange shirt and trousers. 

At one point, the camera pulls back to show 
a black-hooded militant standing behind the 
kneeling captive, holding a knife. 

“Tm back, Obama,” the militant says in 
English. “Just as your missiles continue to 
strike our people, our knife will continue to 
strike the necks of your people.” 

The militant is then shown apparently cut- 
ting the throat of the captive. 

SITE said the new video also threatens the 
life of another captive, identified as British 
national David Cawthorne Haines. 

The release of Tuesday’s video came despite 
pleas from Sotloff’s mother, Shirley, in a video

that appealed directly to Abu Bakr al-Baghda- 
di, the self-appointed caliph of Islamic State, 
to spare her son. 

US. aircraft have continued an air cam- 
paign against Islamic State militants in Iraq. 
On Saturday, the Pentagon confirmed it had 
carried out strikes on militant strongholds 
near the town of Amirli, helping to break a 
siege on the farming community of mostly 
ethnic Turkmen Shiites about 100 miles north 
of Baghdad, the Iraqi capital.

Riot Fest or North Coast music festivals in Chicago. 
That’s if a push to ban smoking in the city’s nearly 600 city parks—some of them 
home to big-ticket concerts — gains traction. At one point Mayor Emanuel backed 
such a plan, but in recent days his staff didn’t sound as enthusiastic about making 


park visitors kiss their ash goodbye. 


But the possibility of a ban in parks has 
smokers fired up. 

“First bars, and now parks?” said Paul Odro- 
bina, 20, as he smoked a Camel cigarette near 
Cricket Hill—part of the city’s lakefront park 
system—in Uptown, where he was working 
ona film set. “As a smoker, it’s just banning us 
from everywhere. Soon, we won't be able to 
smoke except in our own houses,” said Odro- 
bina, who lives in Roscoe Village. 

Months after Emanuel took office in 2011, 
he issued a “Healthy Chicago” public health 


agenda and listed making parks smoke-free as 
a policy he wanted to pursue. 

But his public statement after the smoking 
ban idea resurfaced in August by the Respi- 
ratory Health Association during Smoking 
Cessation Awareness Week stopped short 
of nudging the Chicago Park District to ban 
smoking in all its parks. 

“City Hall is aware of the request to expand 
the city’s existing 100 percent smokefree 
beaches policy to all parks and will explore it 
further,” according to a statement issued by

Emanuel’s office. 

In Chicago, smoking has been snuffed out, 
by law, at restaurants, bars, beaches and with- 
in 15 feet of park fieldhouses and playgrounds. 


Emanuel “strongly supports smoke-free 
policies such as these because they create an 
environment that encourages smokers to quit 
and discourages kids from ever picking up the 


habit in the first place,” his statement said. 

A ban is under consideration at the park 
district, said Kiera Ellis, park district spokes- 
woman. “We want to promote a healthy 
environment. We are pro-children and pro- 
wellness,” she said in an email. But it’s unclear 
whether park officials are close to acting on 
any proposals to expand the smoking ban to 
parks. 

The park district’s board of commission- 
ers, whose vote would be the final say on the 
matter, “will consider balancing the freedom 
of being in a public space and the negative ef- 
fects of smoking,” Ellis said. 

Officials with the Respiratory Health Asso- 
ciation have been talking to the park district 
in the past year and made a presentation to 
the park district board in April urging them 
to ban smoking in the parks. Health, park and 
environmental advocates have been asked to 
reach out to the park district’s board of com- 
missioners as well. 

“Tm a little disappointed we haven’t done 
it yet in Chicago,” said Joel Africk, president 
and CEO of the Respiratory Health Associa- 
tion. “We have a great smoke-free law, prob- 
ably one of the best in the nation. We have a 
mayor who is highly focused on health. That’s 
why I’m a little surprised it hasn’t happened 
sooner.” 

In 2007, the park district board passed a 
smoking ban at beaches advocated by the Al- 
liance for the Great Lakes, which picked up 
thousands of discarded cigarette butts dur- 
ing beach cleanups, according to the Tribune. 
Separately, Chicago City Council has passed 
the Clean Indoor Air ordinance —which pro- 
hibits smoking in restaurants, bars, enclosed 
sports arenas, concert halls and inside other 
public places. 

Ellis could not immediately say why parks 
were not included when the beach ban was 
passed by the park district. 

Banning smoking at parks would help pro- 
mote a healthy lifestyle, protect the public 
from second-hand smoke exposure, cut down 
on the cigarette butt litter and encourage the 
smokers who want to quit to be successful, 
Africk said. 

“Providing fewer places where one can 
smoke just means less temptation for smok- 
ers who are trying to quit,” Africk said. 

He said there’s public support for a ban, 
pointing to a 2012 survey commissioned by 
the Respiratory Health Association that 
found nearly 60 percent of Chicago adults 
back a smoke-free parks policy. 

“It’s a good idea because lots of kids play 
and practice at the park,” said Bianca Payne, 
27, a nanny who lives in Bridgeport. “It’s gross 
when you smell cigarettes and children are 
playing outside.” 

Logan Square resident George Cruz said 
smoking shouldn’t be allowed in parks where 
he grills and his children play soccer. “If you 
barbecue with the kids and then you have to 


Mayor Michael Nutter signed an executive order 
in April to make public parks smoke free, similar to 
an order a few years prior to include playgrounds, 

pools and recreational centers as smoke-free places. 
The city on its site advises people to inform smok- 
ers about the law, point to the nearest “no smoking” 
sign and ask them to put out their cigarette. 


After a 2007 wildfire in 
Griffith Park—one of the 
largest municipal parks in 
the country—the city pro- 
hibited smoking in parks. 
However there are excep- 
tions, allowing smoking 
in areas permitted by the 
film office so actors can 
smoke while performing 
a scene and in designated 
areas of a handful of golf 
courses and the Autry 
National Center, the Greek 
Theater and the L.A. Zoo. 


Smoking in parks has been 
prohibited since 2012. The ban 
includes athletic fields, aquatic 

areas, golf courses, tennis 
courts, hiking trails, play- 
grounds, off-leash areas and 
concession areas. However, 
the smoke-free policy does 
not apply to properties leased 
by a private party such as the 

Chastain Amphitheater, the 

Lakewood Amphitheater, the 
Park Tavern Restaurant in 
Piedmont Park and designated 
smoking areas at golf clubs. 


Last year, the city banned 
smoking in public parks 
and attached a $250 fine 
to it. Smoking cigars, 
cigarettes, pipes, vaporized 
substances and medical 
marijuana is all prohibited. 


Since 2011, smoking has 
been banned in parks, on 
beaches and boardwalks, 
public golf courses, play- 
grounds, pools, sports 
stadium grounds and pe- 
destrian plazas like Times 
Square. Smoking is per- 
mitted on medians in the 
middle of large streets, in 
parking lots of park prop- 
erties and on sidewalks 
outside parks including 
the sidewalks that form the 
perimeter of the parks.

then that’s a problem,” said Cruz, 38. 

The mayor’s office has touted Emanuel’s 
tobacco control record. Recent measures that 
targeted smokers include raising the city’s to- 
bacco tax that, combined with county, state 
and federal taxes, is the highest in the country 
at $7.17 per pack; banning the use of e-ciga- 
rettes at indoor public places; and requiring 
the sale of e-cigarettes from behind counters. 

Smokers questioned where the middle 
ground was and whether the fine that likely 
would accompany the ban was a way for the 
city to get more money. 

Michael Peterson, 30, said banning smok- 
ing in parks can be a “slippery slope,” specu- 
lating on whether he’ll be told not to drink 
soda in front of children next. “Eventually, it’s 
going to be nothing but regulation,” said the 
Loop resident, who smokes. 

The effort is not aimed at punishing smok- 
ers, Africk said. 

“We are not trying to outlaw smoking. But 
where the smoking affects other people’s en- 
joyment of the parks, we think it should be 
restricted,” Africk said. 

Smokers who light up at beaches and play- 
grounds can get slapped with a ticket with a 
fine up to $500. People who smoke in viola- 
tion of the city’s smoking ban on bars and res- 
taurants can be fined up to $250. 

Enforcement on a no-smoking law in the 
parks should not be a revenue-generator, Af- 
rick said, but instead should rely on reminders 
of the rule from park district personnel. The 
city’s current smoke-free law has become self- 
enforcing, he said, meaning businesses and 
patrons police themselves and report viola- 
tions. 

Some tickets have been reportedly issued 
over the years to businesses violating the 
smoking ban. On its website, the city said 
compliance of its ordinance is “widespread,” 
with the city averaging two dozen reports of 
violations a month. 

“We're really not trying to involve the po- 
lice in this. Based on the experience in other 
cities, we do not believe enforcement will be a 
problem,” A frick said. 

Chicago can apply the best practices from 
other cities that have enacted a smoking ban 
in parks, said Cassandra Francis, president of 
Friends of the Parks, which supports a parks 
smoking ban. 

“You can ban it all day long but making sure 
it’s effectively enforced given it’s a very large 
park system, we hope and are happy to be in- 
volved in planning for that,” Francis said. 

Other cities across the nation including 
New York and in Illinois such as Oak Park 
have banned smoking in parks. 

“It’s important to know that this is not a 
novel issue. Chicago is not being asked to be 
the first city in the United States with smoke- 
free parks,” Africk said.

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Park District signs 
deal for surf park

Daring Chicagoans may not have to zip up a 
wetsuit, jump into the chilly Lake Michigan 
and hop on a surf board just to ride a wave. 

They could hang ten without dipping a 
toe in the lake if Chicago Surf, a proposed 
stationary surf park, opens next summer at 
Montrose Beach. 

The Chicago Park District has entered 
into a concession agreement with K.C. Hoos, 
founder of Chicago Surf LLC, park spokes- 
woman Jessica Maxey-Faulkner confirmed 
Tuesday night with RedEye. 

The concession agreement does not re- 
quire park district board approval because 
the terms of a contract would be for less than 
10 years, she said. 

Under Hoos’ plan, the Chicago Surf park 
would have what looks like a rectangular pool 
on land featuring a 16-foot wide and 46-foot 
long wave-generating machine surrounded by 
a 7,500-square-foot patio with a full kitchen 
to serve food and beverages. 

Hoos, 36, said he has been working with 
the Chicago Park District over the past few 
years to bring a simulated surfing experience 
to Chicago. 

The Wilmette native picked up surfing af- 
ter he moved to Southern California in 2000. 
When he returned to Chicago a year and a 
half later, he drove down Lake Shore Drive 
and noticed huge waves that were “uncharac- 
teristically large enough to surf,” said Hoos, 
who currently lives in Lincoln Park. 

He thought, “How cool would it be to surf 
in Chicago?” he said. 

He eventually began working on plans for 
an outdoor surf park, beach-side cafe and re- 
tail shop he’s now calling Chicago Surf. 

Chicago Surf’s surf stream machine creates 


ocean-like surfing conditions in a controlled 
environment, Hoos said. At the park, up to 
eight people would be able to boogie board or 
up to four people would have room to stand 
up on surfboards at any given time and ride 
the waves. Water speeds and depths can be 
adjusted to create up to six-foot-tall waves. 

Hoos hopes to charge $40 for hourly surf 
sessions including board and helmet rental 
from Memorial Day to Labor Day. 

“It’s safe enough and fun enough for young 
children. It has that repeat factor that people 
want to get better and improve their surfing 
skills,” Hoos said. “It’s fun for teenagers and 
it’s fun for young adults and beyond that.” 

Hoos said the project is privately funded 
but would not disclose a cost estimate. He 
has created a Kickstarter campaign to raise 
$101,000 toward generating support and add- 
ing a heated tent to extend the surfing season 
into colder months. So far, only 5 percent of 
the goal has been reached. 

Montrose Beach is home to a number of 
water sports including kayak, paddleboard 
and Jet Ski rentals. Hoos proposed to take 
over the concessions building where kayak 
rentals are currently located near the volley- 
ball courts, he said. 

The park district allows surfing in the lake 
from Memorial Day to Labor Day only at 
Montrose and 57th Street beaches. The rest 
of the year, surfing is allowed at Osterman, 
Montrose, 57th Street and Rainbow beaches. 

Hoos expects the surf park to be an attrac- 
tion even for people not into surfing. People 
can cheer on thrill-seekers trying the sport. 

He would like to start construction in 
the fall so it can be completed in time for a 
May 2015 opening.

Mayor Emanuel has paid back the city for 
more than $14,000 in travel expenses after a 
Tribune story found he spent taxpayer money 
on trips in which he tapped well-heeled do- 
nors for campaign contributions. 

The reimbursements came as Emanuel put 
in place a new travel policy for the mayor's 
office to ensure that taxpayer dollars are not 
used for “campaign-related business.” The 
new guidelines, however, do not spell out 
what Emanuel considers campaign business. 
That gives him latitude to determine what 
travel costs he pays for and which ones tax- 
payers pick up, without having to disclose 
what he did on the trips. 

The money Emanuel paid back covered ex- 
penses tied to seven trips during which City 
Hall determined he conducted political work 
on the city’s dime—plus an $1,800-per-night

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Rapper brings insight 
to gritty true stories

In May, Chicago rappers comprised a whop- 
ping 40 percent of XXL Magazine’s “Fresh- 
men” list, an annual spotlight of 10 names to 
watch in rap that previously included names 
like Lupe Fiasco, Kid Cudi and Kendrick 
Lamar before they were huge. No one was 
surprised to see Lolla 2014 acts Chance The 
Rapper and Vic Mensa on there. Same with 
Def Jam-signed Lil Durk. 

Not as predictable was the slot for lesser- 
known East Side native Lil Bibby, whose 
sophomore mixtape, “Free Crack 2,” arrived 
Friday. It represents an impressive matura- 
tion of his sound, departing from a tendency 
to invoke cliched discussions of making 
money and distrusting women in favor of 
deeper lyricism and production that pushes 
Bibby out of his stylistic comfort zone. Not 
to mention credibility-boosting star power: 
In addition to production from Bangladesh 
(Lil Wayne’s “A Milli”), the tape features Wiz 
Khalifa, T.I., Juicy J, Jadakiss and Bibby’s 
frequent collaborator and longtime friend 
Lil Herb, who has had a huge year himself— 
guesting on Common’s new album and Nicki 
Minaj’s “Chi-raq.” Bibby also recently has 
appeared with Minaj (on Juicy J’s “Low”) and 
earned big-time fans like Drake and Kevin 
Durant. 

With Bibby (whose real name is Brandon 
Dickerson) achieving that kind of success 
at just 20 years old, no one would blame the 
rapper for kicking back and toasting his ac- 
complishments. Yet anyone who listens to 
2013's “Free Crack” or, in particular, its mas- 
sively improved sequel will understand why 
Bibby doesn’t relax. Still residing in the East 
Side’s South Shore neighborhood, he comes 
from a 2-block by 4-block section that has 
seen three mass shootings since February 
2012, leading residents and even police to 
dub the area “Terror Town.” He’s soft-spoken 
and somewhat shy during an interview at the 
RedEye offices, but when asked about life in 
his neighborhood, his demeanor changes. 
He focuses, and his voice strengthens, albeit

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with more than a hint of sadness. 


“It’s crazy as hell,” he says of South Shore’s 
troubles, like the June shooting in which 
a gunman fired on a crowd at a strip mall, 
wounding six. “I don’t know what to do 
about it. I just did a little back-to-school 
thing and gave away backpacks and supplies 
for the kids. I’m trying to think of a way to 
do more, but it’s hard, man. People are one- 
track minded. All they want to do is stay in 
the same zone. There’s no way out of it if 
you're gangbanging. It’s either death, you’re 
in [prison] or you grow up to be an old drunk 


or something. It’s a repeated cycle.” 

Part of the music industry attention for 
Bibby comes from his ability to deliver frank 
and brutal narratives about street life, lazily 
identified as “drill music”—a term broadly 
used to describe the work of several Chicago 
rappers that have emerged since 2012’s Chief 
Keef-led rap boom that brought major labels 
flocking to town. Songs like “Free Crack” 
and standouts “Water” and “That’s How We 
Move” might be dismissed as standard gang- 
ster rap in other hands. In Bibby’s, they carry 
an extra level of grit.

And while he’s hardly the first rapper to 
chronicle this subject matter on record, that 
doesn’t take any urgency out of new songs 
like “Dead or in Prison,” on which Bibby 
rhymes about the paranoia that comes with 
newfound fame.

Over an impressive 
C-Biz production, Bibby channels early 
Jeezy by eschewing clever punchlines 
and letting his emotion and natural 
charisma do the heavy lifting. The result 
is a thoughtful, cogent analysis of how 
remarkable his success has been in spite 
of his upbringing. 

Some notable misses: On “Montana,” 
Juicy J delivers a positively corny chorus 
(‘T’m chiefing like Joe Montana/Blowing 
like Tony Montana/Selling that Hannah 
Montana/{bleep} freaky like Montana”), 
and the consistent excerpts from the 
movie “Paid In Full” feel like an obli- 
gation rather than an artistic choice.

The voice of Adam Levine 


Maroon 5 singer, ‘Voice’ coach hits the gas on busy life

Adam Levine has a driving range in his front 
yard, though it’s unclear how often he gets 
to use it. The 35-year-old frontman of L.A.’s 
Maroon 5 was at home recently preparing for 
a weekend jam-packed with promotion for 
the band’s new album. And after that? Meet- 
ings related to Levine’s other job as a coach 
on NBC’s “The Voice,” which begins its sev- 
enth season Sept. 22. His golf swing, in other 
words, would have to wait. 

Maroon 9’s fifth studio disc, “V,” which de- 
buted Tuesday, follows 2012’s “Overexposed,” 
which sold more than 1 million copies and 
spawned four Top 10 singles. 


For the first time in Maroon 5’s history, you 
collaborated with Top 40 wizards like Max 
Martin and Benny Blanco on “Overexposed.” 
They’re back for “V.” 

If it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. Honestly, it’s a 
huge relief for me, because for a long time it 
felt like making an album was this daunting 
task, and I had to be at the center of it. It 
wasn’t fun anymore. 


Because you were trying to do it all? 

I was trying to control it all. But if you want 
to be a band that’s going to be around for 

20 or 30 years, you're going to have to change 
what you do at some point. We developed 

a really nice system on the last record—we 
found songs we were passionate about, devel- 
oped them and put our stamp on them—and 
I think we all started to enjoy ourselves in the 
studio. This time we kept it going but looked 
for different types of songs. 


“The Voice” will start airing again soon. Is 
the show still fun for you? 
It’s really fun. I was working with somebody 


yesterday who’s making a guest appearance— 
I’m not supposed to say who—and they were 
saying that being on the show made them 
realize they actually had stories to share that 
could help people along in their careers. I 
don’t think you stop to realize you have this 
wealth of experience until you're forced to. 


Did you think the show would last 
as long as it has? 
No. I thought it’d be a risk and a paycheck. 


When you're assessing these projects—TV 
stuff, your Kmart clothing line, your collec- 
tion of Adam Levine fragrances—how do 
you decide what’s a smart move? 

Can I control this? There’s not a single 

one of my contracts that doesn’t have full 
creative control, because if you lose creative 
control over things like that, then you're in 
big trouble. Listen, the fragrance? Not very 
successful—didn’t do what we wanted it to 
do. But do I think it smells good? Do I think 
it was designed well? Do I stand by what I 
did creatively? One hundred percent. 


Fun fact: If you start Googling “Adam Levine 
Proactiv,” Google will suggest “Adam Levine 
prostate.” 

Wow. Because of that picture, right? 


You'll be relieved to know it’s because of the 
picture. 

That was unexpected. My manager called 
and said, “Hey, Cosmo U.K. [magazine] 
wants you to take a picture with them for 
prostate cancer awareness.” He said, “Lenny 
Kravitz did it; Ewan McGregor did it. It’s 
for a good cause, but you have to be naked.” 
I was like, “Great.” So we did it, and then it 
wouldn't leave me alone.

‘OITNB’ is TV’s second-most-pirated show

For all the ways the firm has transformed en- 
tertainment, Netflix has been just as helpless 
as its old-school TV rivals when it comes to 
stopping the online theft of its shows. 

As recently as last month, “Orange Is the 
New Black,” Netflix’s hit series about a wom- 
en’s prison, was the second-most-pirated TV 
show in the world on a daily basis after HBO’s 
“Game of Thrones,” according to CEG TEK, 
a data service that tracks online piracy. 

The show was downloaded about 60 mil- 
lion times—mostly illegally—in the first six 
months of this year, more than the number of 
Netflix’s total users, according to a separate 
report last week by research firm Tru Optik. 

Just about every Emmy-nominated show 
ranks high among stolen videos online, in- 
cluding “The Big Bang Theory,” “True Detec- 
tive” and the big winner, “Breaking Bad.” But 
the fact that Netflix shows also are being vo- 
raciously downloaded illegally renews indus- 
try worries that there are no clear solutions 
to piracy. Entertainment industry executives 
had hoped Internet-based services such as 


Netflix, Hulu Plus and Amazon Prime would 
persuade those watching pirated videos on- 
line to begin subscribing legally. But even Net- 
flix, which costs a fraction of a typical cable 
bill, may not be able to curb online theft. 

To watch Netflix’s “House of Cards” legally, 
you have to subscribe to cable, broadband ser- 
vice and/or Netflix. All it takes to access a tor- 
rent library is an Internet connection. 

“Releasing whole seasons at the same time 
makes it easier to pirate that kind of content,” 
said Jon Nicolini, chief technology officer at 
CEG Tek, of Netflix’s tactics. 

Netflix sees piracy as one of its biggest chal- 
lenges. 

“It’s so hard to fight against it,” chief execu- 
tive Reed Hastings said in an interview in July. 
“Tt’s not too bad in the US., but in markets 
around the world it could continue to grow. 
So piracy is the No. 1 threat to helping build 
the business in a couple of years.” 

Thefts of Netflix’s titles are most rampant 
in Australia and other countries where Netflix 
isn’t available. Hastings has pointed to a de- 
cline in piracy in Canada since Netflix began

offering its service four years ago. 

The company adds that shows such as Fox’s 
“Firefly” were being illegally shared until they 
began to appear on Netflix a few years ago. 

“I think people do want a great experience 
and they want access. People are mostly hon- 
est,” Netflix chief content officer Ted Saran- 
dos said in an interview with stuff.tv in May 
2013. “The best way to combat piracy isn’t 
legislatively or criminally, but by giving good 
options.”

Bits and pieces 


Indie games are on the 
menu at this new fest

The recent barcade boom proves there’s a large 
appetite for vintage video games in Chicago. 
But will beer-sipping locals step away from 
“Donkey Kong” long enough to try their hand 
at new types of interactive entertainment? 

That’s the hope behind an alternative video 
game festival called Bit Bash, debuting Satur- 
day at Threadless HQ. 

“We want to expand people’s horizons and 
show that there’s a deeper range of games out 
there than ‘Call of Duty,” said Ryan Wiemey- 
er, one of the festival’s organizers. 

Indeed, the experimental titles chosen for 
Bit Bash—3o locally- and internationally- 
made games—feel more like lo-fi art-house 
fare than big budget spectacles most associate 
with modern gaming. That includes Wiemey- 
er’s new game “Max Gentlemen,” described as 
an “extreme manners simulator about stack- 
ing hats, inspired by a spam email for male en-

hancement.” Fantasy-inspired dungeon crawl- 
er meets “Dance Dance Revolution”-style 
dance pad controls in the unorthodox “Crypt 
of the Necrodancer.” 

Some of Bit Bash’s games do away with dis- 
play monitors altogether. The decidedly ana- 
log “Choosatron” plays like a classic Choose- 
Your-Own-Adventure book that spits each 
bit of new fiction out of a receipt printer. 
“Slap fest,” a custom-built wooden box decked 
out with buttons and LED lights, has more in 
common with the ’7os electronic game “Si- 
mon” than Xbox. 


Bit Bash is the brainchild of the Indie City 
Collective, a nonprofit formed four years ago 
to support local game developers. It’s made up 
of gamemakers like Wiemeyer, who scored a big 
hit with zombie-apocalypse-themed mashup 
“Organ Trail,” and Young Horses, a group of 
DePaul grads behind the cartoonish PC puzzler 
“Octodad.” Chicago has emerged as one of the 
hottest spots in the nation for small indie game 
development, yet the general public remains 
mostly unaware of the scene, Wiemeyer said. 

The afternoon portion of Bit Bash will 
work more like an art gallery, with different

stations set up around the Threadless show 
floor and volunteers on hand to help the pub- 
lic navigate the controls and rules of each 
game. In the evening it will take on a more 
party-like atmosphere, with live music and 
beer courtesy of new gaming-themed craft 
beermeisters Arcade Brewery. 

“We want to educate people about our 
games and just throw a cool party,” Wiemeyer 
said. “We want to mingle more with musicians 
and artists and get cool, creative people to- 
gether. The more we can connect, the better.”
